DKAII SIR :—Wo have commenced the 


new year with the bright pleasant weather 
which'u so common in our Minnesota win- 
ters. This morning tho trees were 'covered 
with n heavy faliago of frost, which, aa it ie- 
fleeted tho .clear sunlight, presented the most 
beautiful picture imaginable; such as I never 
saw in the East. Yesterday, being New 
Yenrs, nbout sixty of our citizens wont to St. 
Paul, to attend a Territorial Temperance 
Convention. There was a large gathering, 
filling the Presbyterian Church to its utmost 
capacity. A Territorial Society was organ- 
ized, and some excellent resolutions adopted. 
" The Maine Liquor Law" is a tbcmo of 
much interest to the friends of Temperance 
here. 


Our own quiet village is pursuing tho even 


tenor of its way, ns usual; without any great 
events lo atimish us—good fortune to delight 
us—or calamities to make us sad. The "heads 
of the people," though of no groat conse- 
quence personally, hold tho same high rank 
relatieely in this place, as in nil others. Those 
most talked of Tor the last three months, ato 
the two principal owners of tho water power 
nnd village property hero at the Falls.— 
Messrs. Taylor & fitoele aro engaged in liti- 
gation nbout their shares in tho property, and 
the people busy themselves in discussing the 
relative merits -of each.

Our Academy is the preparatory depart- 


ment of the University of Minnesota, and 
has started with every prospect that it will 
soon become on extensive and valuable insti- 
tution. We have u fine building erected for 
it, nnd an able principal at its head. 


Tho Territorial Legislature commences its 


session next 'Wednesday ; tho members from 
tho remote parts of the Territory are already 
there. Tho Pembina members come down 
last week ; they aro three in number, pur- 
porting to represent the half breeds on the 
Red River of the North; but in fact repres- 
enting the Fur Company. The whole num- 
ber of votes in their precinnt, at the last elec- 
tion, was thirty-three, nnd yet they havo the 
smne representation that our precinct hns 
with a population of 1500. 
Such is tho pow- 


er of the Fur Company in this Territory, nnd 
such tho justice with which they rule. But 
their power is waning with the increase of in- 
telligent citizens, and another year will bring 
it to a close. .
